F ollowing the 

fire at Grenfell 
Tower, independent 
experts have been 
inspecting Hackney’s 
estates and housing blocks, 
continuing to provide 
reassurance to residents 
about the safety of 
their homes. 

None of Hackney’s 
buildings use the sort of 
cladding as Grenfell Tower, 
and the Council was not 
asked to submit samples 
for Government testing. 
However, the Council 
is undertaking a review 
looking at all aspects of 
fire safety. 

Experts from Cladtech 
Associates are currently 
checking the cladding and 
other insulation on the 
Council’s housing blocks. 

A Council team is 
also checking fire safety 
equipment and speaking 
to residents about any fire 
safety issues. 


The Council will publish 
fire risk assessments of its 
housing over the coming 
weeks, and wrote to all 
estate residents earlier 
this month to update 
them about the fire 
safety review. 

The work is being 
overseen by a Fire Safety 
Response Group, which 
includes the London Fire 
Brigade’s (LFB) Hackney 
Borough Commander and 
senior Council staff. 

The LFB has been visiting 
estates to look at fire engine 
access and remind people to 
park in a way which does 
not block access. 

Cllr Clayeon McKenzie, 
Cabinet Member for 
Housing Services, said: 


“Within 48 hours of 
the Grenfell Tower fire 
we completed initial 
inspections of our buildings 
with cladding. 

“Fire safety is about more 
than just cladding though, 
and we will continue to 
check every aspect of fire 
safety across our homes. 

“I’d also urge residents 
to do their bit by keeping 
blocks free of potential 
hazards and fire doors 
secure, and reporting any 
concerns they have.”

Contract update 

HACKNEY Council has 
written to social landlords 
across the country to 
inform them of issues 
relating to fire safety work 
carried out by former 
contractors Lakehouse 
PLC and Polyteck Business 
Services Ltd, and overseen 
by its former housing 
management company, 
Hackney Homes. 

In 2011, Hackney Homes 
oversaw a programme of 
fire safety works across 
some of its properties. 

The work was carried 
out by Polyteck as a sub¬ 
contractor to Lakehouse. 

In 2014, Hackney Council’s 
audit and anti-fraud team 
received allegations of fraud 
and overcharging relating to 
these works. 

It discovered some works 
carried out during this 
period were defective. 

The Council ensured these 
works were redone to the 
correct standard, at the 
contractor’s expense. 

It notified the police, and 
there is an ongoing criminal 
investigation. Hackney 
Homes was dissolved 
in 2016, and housing 
management returned 
to the Council. 

Mayor of Hackney, 

Philip Glanville, said: 

“Fire safety is a top priority 
for the Council. 

“Whilst we don’t want to 
cause undue alarm, we 
want to give other councils 
the chance to check 
works carried out by 
these companies. 

“It is right that councils 
and social landlords should 
work together, share 
information and support 
each other to prevent 
future tragedies.”

I WAS raised in New 
Zealand,” says Lyall 
Hakaraia. Adding: 
“But with a population 
of four-and-a-half million 
in the whole country, I 
could count the number 
of people who were into 
the things I was on 
one hand.

Nevertheless, he says: “I 
found myself wanting to 
do something more 
immediate. Fashion goes 
into a magazine, but you 
never see the readers 
enjoying it. With a club, 
you can see, immediately, 
whether people are having 
fun or not.” 

He had bought a 
building on Stoke 
Newington Road, a 
former Turkish dance 
studio and one time 
immigration office. 

He explains: “At the 
time, I was partying 
quite hard, I’d always 
wake up to find another 
10 or so people crashed 
out on the floor around 
me. So I thought: I’m 
good at this.” 

And so, a year later, 
he opened the basement 
as a club, ‘a safe place 
for all sorts of waifs, strays 
and gays’. 

VFD’s creativity and

community spaces left in 
the capital. 

“The problem with 
London is that the rents are 
so high that community

change the world. At best, 
and if you want to, you can 
use it as a platform’. 

Abandoning a fashion 
career most people would 
covet cannot have been an 
easy decision. 

From ‘sewing pieces 
of fabric into something 
fabulous from my squat, 
and then selling them at 
London’s markets’, Lyall 
built his business up from 
the ground, finally spending 
two decades at the very 
top, designing for everyone 
from Lady Gaga to 
Madonna via Beyonce.

“I knew we were doing 
something important 
when someone said they 
were writing a novella 
and it opened and closed 
in VFD,” laughs Lyall. 
Adding: “Then there are 
the amazing relationships 
that began in the club. 

“Plus, the huge number 
of amazing nights that 
were incubated here 
before growing up and 
moving on: Naked Boys 
Reading, Meat... they all 
started here.” 

Soon, the club was 
hosting everything from 


live gigs to poetry readings, 
political meetings 
and screenings. 

And, of course, wild 
disco nights. Back then, 
he continues: “Everyone 
was local, they walked to 
the club and walked home 
again. Now, everyone’s 
moved to Margate or 
Walthamstow. And Dalston 


is a destination. We get lots 
of students. But people can 
still walk right past us and 
not know we’re here. That’s 
part of the magic.” 

Now known as VFD, 
the club is open five or 
six days a week, through 
Lyall aims to be open all 
week. It is also one of

Southwold pupils discover DNA roots 


A PRIMARY school 
has formed the basis 
for a landmark study 
of London’s diversity, 
revealing 26 different 
ethnic regions in the 
ancestry of 24 families. 

A total of 34 parents 
of children at Southwold 
Primary School agreed 
to have their DNA tested 
by Ancestry, a consumer 


genomics company, and 
the results were revealed 
to them by their children. 

The tests showed they 
had ancestors from 
Scandinavia, Ireland, 
Russia, Greece, North 
Africa and East Asia 
among others. 

One parent, Eliseu 
Goncasves, discovered 
that his DNA comprised 


of 18 different ethnic 
regions. He said: “It was 
amazing to sit opposite 
my son as he kept 
counting, on and on, 
the number of places 
I come from. 

“I had no idea I could 
be from so many. I really 
feel like a citizen of the 
world now.” 

Brad Argent, DNA 


expert from Ancestry, 
said: “This experiment 
has been fascinating. 

“It has challenged 
the children and adults’ 
perceptions of their own 
ethnicities, reinforcing 
what a melting pot our 
capital is.”

• 250g cherry tomatoes 

• 1 bell pepper 

• 1 tin (400g net) of chickpeas 

• 2 cloves of garlic 

• Yi teaspoon cumin seeds 

• Yi teaspoon chilli flakes (optional) 

• 40g feta cheese 

• 1 tablespoon of olive oil 

• Pinch of black pepper. 


Method 

• Preheat the oven to 200C/180C 
fan/gas mark 6 


• Wash the vegetables 

• Chop the onion and bell pepper into bite-sized pieces 
and the cherry tomatoes in half 

• In a baking tray add the onion, bell pepper, tomatoes, 
crushed garlic, cumin, chilli flakes, olive oil and black 
pepper. Mix together with your hands until everything is 
well covered 

• Put in the oven for 20-25 minutes, stirring half way 
through and checking to see if they are roasted after

The Mayor and councillors 


Councillors are elected by residents and 
serve for four years. The last borough-wide 
elections took place in May 2014. 

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern. Generally 
they can help with Council related matters, 
but if the issue is the responsibility of another 


person or organisation, councillors can often 
point people in the right direction and tell 
residents who they need to see. 

Hackney has 57 councillors representing 
areas called wards - see map below. 



Hackney’s executive Mayor Philip Glanville, was directly elected by the borough in 
September 2016. He is the political leader of the Council, overseeing the budget and 
all Council services. The Mayor holds monthly casework surgeries in the Town Hall.
